WASHINGTON, D. O, Julj 17.—(By the Associated Press)—Inti- 


mation was given in well-informed governmental circles 
this 
afternoon, 


that the administration is preparing to take drastic action within the next 
48 hours in the coal strike situation. Hie president wms -reported as being 
of the opinion that inasmuch as the liters' representatives 
had refused 


government arbitration and the bituminous operators were undecided on 
acceptance iof such it, proposal .that the interest of the public defrauded 
immediate re-opening of the mines. 


With this feeling it was said the president wag prepared to direct 


the mine operators to reopen their mines at once under protection of .fed- 
eral troops and with an American flag planted at the entrance of every 
mine to be operated. The operators would be expected to comply imme- 
diately with such an edict. 


The president has in mind, it was further reported, to pay tt 


necessary for a short time a royalty on such coal as would be mined to 
im'ct the emergency. If there are insufficient 
numbers 
of 
non-union 


miners to operate the mines when re-opened, under government protection, 
it WHS intimated that a call for volwitter miners would go out from the 
government, officials believing that there are thousands of miners who 
nmv arc engaged in other pursuits, but who would respond to such a call. 


Tbo same method of dealing with the railroad situation must be 


used, it was saM, if conditions soon do not change for the better. The 


i administration, it was added, is determined n» longer to be balked in its 


effort to sec that the consuming public and the industries of the country 
get sufficient fuel 


WASHINGTON, D. O, July 17.— 


Bituminous coal operators represent- 
ing the Association of Employers in 
all the principal producing districts 
of the country were here for a final 
meeting today to formulate their re- 
sponSe to President Hardlng's offer of 
arbitration 
to aettle the existing 


strike. The operators met last night, 
but divergent views as t« what potl- 
tfon they should take caused an ad- 
journment to permit caucusing among 
the various 
district representatives 


before trying to get a joint expression 
of opinion. Among the various posi- 
tions favored by the operators, one 
influential group advocated before go- 
ing into today's meeting that they 


accept the arbitration offer uncondt- 
tionallly,. because it would put the 
operators in a favorable light and 
attest a sympathetic attitude toward 
the government's attempts to effect a 
settlement. 


/Employers of the Pittsburg dis- 


trict on the other hand 
contended 


that acceptance of,national arbitra- 
tion was impossible for them, though 
district arbitration would be accept- 
able. Again it was suggested that in 
View of the miners' refusal to arbi- 
trate, the employers consider that no 
formal response now 
was required 


from them nnd simply 
announced 


their desire to co-operate with the 
government in any further endeavor.

OFFICERS ROOT PARTY 


OF STRIKING MINERS 


ATTACK 


WELLSBURG, W. VA., July 17—(By the 


Associated Press)—-Thomas H. Duvall, who 
was with his father, Sheriff 
H. H. Duvall, 


when he was killed in the, fight at the Clifton 
mine with marchers from Pennsylvania this 
morning, was this afternoon elected sheriff by 
the Brooke county* court. He at once took 
charge of the situation with the assistance of' 
Sheriff 
Clause, of Wheeling, and a body of 


state police. 


The known dead stood at seven this after- 


noon — Sheriff 
Duvall and six unidentified 


members of the attacking party, whose bodies 
were brought to Wellsburg. four wounded 
were in hospitals and 13 prisoners were con- 
fined in the Wellsburg jail. Brooke county 
deputies at Cliftonville 
were .searching the 


tL'joded hillside near the mine for other 
bodies, it having been reported that a dozen 
or more had been killed. Fire, at the mine Was 
extinguished after the tipple and part of the 
tracks from the mouth of the*mine had been, 
destroyed.. 


T. H. Duvall, who ,was with his father nt the mine when the fight 


took place, accompanied the bocl.v of his Anther to their home here. 


"There hart tweti rumors for sonic tiine that the mine was to be at-, 


tacked because it hail been operating non-union," said Sir. Duyall, "and 
Jiist night we heard the attack was to be made soon. The sheriff had a 
detail of men nt the mine, but he gathered up a number of'others here In 
AYellsburg and we went outjto the mine last night. Tlie report was that 
a bis crowd of men were on their way from over the state lino in Penn- 
sylvania! and after we reached the minO, the sheriff placed guard* around 
the property. 


"Nothing happened until nbotit daybreak, when firing began from the 


top o£ the hill above the mine opening. AVe replied to the fire and the 
sheriff ordered the men to move up tlie hill. .They responded, firing :as 
they went. The sheriff, reached the top before ;hc was killed. I saw him 
a few minutes before and he was hurrying uftcr a small party of the 
mob. 
I suppose he was killed shortly after that because I found hli 


body there when I came up. 
.. 


"Tlie mob seemed to be armed with all 
kinds of guns 
and had 


abundant, ammunition because Jhey kept shooting, even after we tad 
broken .their line and they were returning over, the hill. 


"Some of them evidently got in behind us because they exploded a 


charge'of dynamite under the tipple and It WHS blown up. I think It 
caught fire and wa* burned to'the'ground, although I don't know. None" 
of iis-paiU much attention to it. We were, busy trying to break up that 
mob 


"I don't know how many of the men who attacked us were killed. 


There were nt least eight, for I am sure that 1 saw that many bodies. 
There may be others out in the woods through which they ran when we 
went up the hill. I know a lot of them were wounded, but of course. It 
will lake some time to get the exact number, as the less seriously wound-" 
cd were helped away by their friends. 


'•There must have been 300 or 400 in the mob while Sheriff Duvall 


had not more than about 20 men with him. The tipple and the village 
of Cliftondale are in a "hollow and the mine opening is on the hillside not 
far from the lop. The inob gathered In the brush at the ton and opened 
fire on tlie tipple. As soon as tlie shooting began, we started right up 
the hill after-.them aud from> then until they had all disappeared every- 
body was shooting his best. 


"So far as I know, one of our men was killed, Irwln Mozingo, a 


special deputy, who joined father last night, when we were'on the way to 
the mine was wounded. He was shot in the .face and pretty badly hurt. 


"We succeeded in capturing some of the men in the party, nine, I be- 


lieve, and we brought them here under guard. I don't know who they 
are yet. None.of the dead strangers have Ijceh Identified." 


The news was late in reaching Wcllsburg, Tiut as soon as the extent 


of the fight became known, a call was'sent to Governor Morgan and Col- 
oncl Jackson Arnold, commanding tlie state police, for help. Captain 
White, commandiufc Company A. of the state police, was ordered to move 
his men from Jlaywood, W. Vn., to Wellsburg, without delay, but re-' 
l>orted that discontinuance of u Baltimore and Ohio train between Fair- 
mont and Wheeling wus delaying prompt movement of the men. Sergeant 
huth, in command of a detachment of state police at Moundsville, also 
WHS ordered to get to Wellsburg as quickly us possible, and within an 
hour was on the way with his force. 


Sheriff Clousc, of Wheeling, was instructed by Governor Morgan to 


take charge of the situation at Wellsburg and arrived here before noon. 


The town was thrown into u ferment of excitement, but no im- 


mediate trouble was anticipated by the authorities, although it is the 
center of an important mining region. Some of the mines in this ricinity 
hnve operated with forces more or less depleted since the strike was 
called lust April, nnd the Clifton mine was one oC them. JVics over the 
line in Pennsylvania, from which the attacking party is believed by the 
authorities to have come, have been closed.

Ox team* haul coal to the home dur- 
ing the fall months. O yoke of oxen 
pulling a load of timber along the 
narrow mountain road explains the 
manner which enabled the mountain- 
eer to obtain' the sizable logs used in 
constructing his home.

The Coronado Coal Company of Ar- 
kansas, rendered June 5th, 1022, is 
not so much a surprise to organized 
labor as it is a challenge to the -work- 
ers to seek legislative protection for 
their union 'similar to that 
given 


labor organizations in Great Britain 
and other European .countries, say 
leaders of the Brotherhood' of Loco- 
motive Engineers of this city. 


The facts in the Coronado Coal case 


are very much like those in other in- 
dustrial struggles where employers 
import gunmen and detectives in or- 
der to "guard their property." 
In. 


this case the Coronado Coal Company 
locked out all of its employes belong- 
ing to a labor union, erected u barri- 
cade around its mines; brought in 
gunmen and alleged thugs, and de- 
clared that it would operate hence- 
forth on the "open shop" plan. Tlie 
presence of these armed men so in- 
furiated the community that recur- 
ring friction finally found a climax 
in a pitched battle between the Com- 
pany gunmen and residents of the 
town, resulting in serious injury to 
to the property of tlie Coal Company.

Court

doctrine of common law and the prin- 
ciple now recognized in British juris- 
prudence that labor 'unions cannot 
be penalized for the wrongful acts of 
their'individual members. In fact the 
Supreme Court of the State of Ar- 
kansas, the very jurisdiction where 
the Coronado case originated, has re- 
cently decided.In the case of Baskins 
vs. United Mine M'orkcrs of America 
that a labor union cnnnot be held 
liable for acts alleged to have been 
committed in its behalf. 


In discussing this question. Chief 


Justice Taft, who rendered the deci- 
sion, admits this principle, but over- 
rides It on the thiu ground that legal 
recognition of the existence of labor 
uniciis renders them suable for the
